Time service for General 
Telephone customers in 
Gaylord, Grayling, Higgins 
Lake, Houghton Lake, 
Prudenville, | Roscommon 
and Vanderbilt will no longer 
be in operation as of Novem- 
ber 20, according to Bob 
Kowalski, the company’s 
division manager. 

“Since the equipment that 
makes time service possible 
is too costly to maintain, we 
are discontinuing the service 
in these communities. With- 
in the next 12 months, time 
service will be discontinued 
throughout our statewide 
operating area for essen- 
tially the same reasons,” he 
said. 

The decision to discontinue 
time service statewide was 
made in light of the com- 
pany’s cost-cutting program 
aimed at reducing expenses, 
Kowalski explained. 

Another problem is that 
customers place a tremen- 
dous number of calls to time 
service at such times as 
electrical and snow storms, 
which sometimes ties up 
switching equipment and 
makes it difficult for emer- 
gency calls to go through, 
Kowalski said.

State officials are considering 
legislation that would allow the 
state to take bankrupt school dis- 
tricts under receivership, 

With schools suffering financially 
due to lower state aid and voter 
rejection of millage rates, legislative 
leaders, the governor and the super- 
intendent of public instruction have 
agreed to cooperate on the drafting 
of legislation for the receivership 
concept. 

The same group, however, said the 
state will not simply bail out dis- 
tricts where voters refuse to approve 
millage proposals. 

Superintendent of Public Instrue- 
tion Philip Runkel said many details 
of the receivership bill are not yet 
resolved, but that legislators are 
“looking for something that will be 
very strong, that would be a total 
loss of local control.”’ 

The proposed legislation would 
take effect when a district has 
exhausted its election options and is 
in jeopardy of not providing the 
required 180 days of student in- 
struction, 

Runkel added, however, that the 
precise nature of what would trigger 
the receivership and whether the ac- 
tion would be initiated at the local or 
state level, is not resolved. 

He said the legislation should be 
completed even if the districts - 
Alpena, Taylor and Harper Creek- 
currently in trouble resolve their 
problems. 

Gene Ceaser, educational special- 
ist for the House Democratic staff, 
also emphasized the severity of ac- 
tion taking the district under state 
receivership. 

He said it would be a bare-bones 
curriculum, probably at half days,

with no busing, athletics or extras 
such as art or music. 

Ceasar said the state would not 
run a district that was any better off 
than the worst of other districts. 

We concluded the consequences 
would include dissolution of the 
local school board, the making of 
school employees temporary state 
employees and possible imposition 
by the Legislature of a non-property 
tax on school district residents. 

Runkel said that following 
receivership, work would begin to 
gradualiy return a district to local 
control, beginning with millage and 
school board elections. 

Another alternative under the pro- 
posal would be to simply’ dissolve 
the district and attach portions of it 
to various neighboring districts, but 
officials said the state would have to 
move very cautiously in that direc- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, Senator Kerry Kam- 
mer (D-Pontiac), chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee on School Aid, proposed a con- 
stitutional amendment to improve 
K-12 funding by setting aside 20 
percent of the state budget for 
schools, 

He said that would mean an im- 
mediate $156 million increase in 
funding to local schools and at the 
end of five years, an additional $879 
million. 

“We simply are not providing 
school districts with enough funds 
to operate basic, crucial programs,’’ 
he said, 

The Kammer proposal would have 
to receive a 2/3rds majority in both 
houses of the Legislature to qualify 
for the November, 1982, general 
election ballot.

Editor’s Mailbox 


Dear Deer Hunters, 

Although the last two 
weeks of November con- 
stitute a pleasant social and 
recreational time for Michi- 
gan sportsmen, for those of 
us in the practice of Emer- 
gency Medicine, hunting 
season frequently means an 
abundance of life threaten- 
ing injuries and medical 
problems. If you are plan- 
ning to hunt this year, a few 
common sense precautions 
may greatly decrease the 
risk of our getting acquaint- 
ed on a professional basis: 

1) If you have heart 
disease, lung disease, or 
high blood pressure, check 
with your doctor before you 
leave home. It may be advi- 
sable to have your blood 
pressure checked or your 
doctor may recommend 
specific restrictions con- 
cerning activity. 

2) Be particularly cautious 
over exertion, 
especially if you smoke, 
have heart or lung disease, 
are overweight, or have a 
job that does not require 
vigorous exercise. 

3) If you plan to drink 
alcohol, do so AFTER you 
have finished hunting and 
driving for the day. Alcohol 
not only impairs your bodys 
ability to deal with the 
stresses of exertion and ex- 
posure, but also impairs 
your judgement as a hunter 
(just as it does while you are 
driving). 

4) Dress appropriately for 
the weather. Avoid over ex- 
posure and over insulation. 
Have extra clothing avail- 
able. A ‘‘blanket in a bottle”’ 
doesn’t count! 

5) Make sure someone 
knows where you will be 
hunting and when to expect 
your return. 

6) Follow the general 
guidelines of hunters safety. 
Be sure of your target! 

7) Have pertinent medical 
information with you at all 
times. Your wallet is a good 
place to carry a card which 
lists: 

¢ any medical problems 

* medications (including 
dosage and how often you 
take them) 

¢ allergies to medication 

¢ doctor’s name and phone 
number 

« your home phone number 

Should an emergency 
arise, saved minutes could 
mean a saved life! !

Turkey Tips 


By Gail Edwards 
Ext. Home Ec. 

During the holiday season, 
turkey is very mucha part of 
the traditional menu. Today, 
however, turkey is available 
year-round and is a good, 
economical source of high 
quality protein. To prepare 
turkey safety and success- 
fully any time of the year, 
follow these tips: 


Thawing: USDA Home 
and Garden Bulletin No. 110, 
“Poultry in Family Meals,” 
lists three ways to thaw a 
frozen whole turkey safely: 
in the referigerator, in cold 
water or at room tempera- 
ture (70 degrees F or below) 
inside a closed brown paper 
bag. No matter which thaw- 
ing method you use, leave 
the turkey in its original 
wrap. 

Tf you have the time, thaw 
the bird in the refrigerator, 
allowing about 24 hours for 
each 5 pounds of turkey.

With slow thawing, juices oe 
remain in the tissues, help- 


ing the cooked meat to stay 
moist. 


If you are in a hurry, thaw | 


the turkey in cold water. 
Allow 1/2 hour for each 
pound of turkey. Change the 
water frequently. 

Thawing a turkey inside a 
closed brown paper bag is 
acceptable if you follow the 
directions carefully and cook 
or refrigerate the turkey as 
soon as it is thawed. Because 
the possibility of mishan- 
dling the turkey is greater 
with the brown paper bag 
method than with 
refrigerator or cold water 
thawing, it is usually not 
recommended. 

Storing the thawed turkey: 
Once thawed, the bird should 
be held in the refrigerator no 
more than one to two days 
before cooking. A fresh 
turkey keeps better in the 
refrigerator than a thawed 
one, because the drip from a 


thawed bird contains 
nutrients which — spoilage 
organisms can use for 
growth. 


Roasting: Roast turkey in 
a 325 degree oven. The best 
way to test doneness is with 
a meat thermometer. The 
temperature in the inner 
thigh should reach 180 to 185 
degrees F. The temperature 
of the stuffing should reach 
at least 165 degrees F. 

Turkey safety: Never stuff 
a turkey the night before 
cooking - stuffing is a good 
breeding ground for bac- 
teria, 

Never partially cook the 
bird one day and finish cook- 
ing it the next day. Spoilage 
bacteria can survive and 
grow in the partially cooked 
turkey. 

Commercially frozen, 
stuffed turkey must not be 
thawed before roasting. 
Place the frozen turkey 
directly into the oven and 
follow cooking directions on 
the package. 

When the meal is over, 
refrigerate it separately.

The defeat of the August 
millage increase request left 
many of the Crawford- 
AuSable Public School's pro- 
grams - both curricular and 
co-curricular - without the 
funds essential to carry on 
their activities during the 
1981-82 school year. Into the 
void created by this absence 
of dollars have stepped such 
organizations as the 
Grayling Youth Booster Club 
(to help fund the athletic 
program) and C.H.LL.D. 
(Committee Hoping for In- 
terim Library Dollars). A 
new member of these ranks 
is the Crawford County Arts 
Council, a group of interest- 
ed students, parents, 
teachers, and citizens, who 
hope to encourage the visual 
and performing arts in the 
Grayling area. 

The Arts Council members 
first came together in Oc- 
tober, distressed at the fact 
that a substantial portion of 
the arts programs in the 
schools had been eliminated 
this year. Included in the 
cuts necessitated by the mil- 
lage defeat are: Middle 
School and High School art 
classes; Middle School and 
High School vocal music 
classes; Elementary School 
vocal music teacher; Middle 
School marching band and 
concerts; High School mar- 
ching band, jazz band, pep 
band, concerts, and festival 
participation; High School 
fall play, winter play, and 
spring musical; and the 
High School — individual 
speaking events competition 
(forensics). In the face of 
these extensive cuts, they 
established their initial goal: 
to reinstate as many of the 
Crawford-AuSable — Public 
Schools’ arts programs as 
possible.

Welcome! Each week this 
column will try to keep you 
informed about the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program. 

We will cover national, 
state, and local RSVP ac- 
tivities. 

In 1965, the Community 

Service Society of New York 
‘received a grant from the 
Administration on Aging to 
demonstrate the viability of 
a senior volunteer prograrn. 
In 1967, Title VI, ‘National 
Older Americans Volunteer 
Program” was added to the 
Older American Act, giving 
legislative authorization for 
two significant programs: 
The Retired Senior Volun- 
teer Program and the Foster 
Grandparent Program. 

On July 1, 1971, RSVP (and 
the Foster Grandparent Pro- 
gram) were transferred to 
the then new federal agency 
for volunteer service, AC- 
TION. It has been a colorful, 


productive ten years. 
RSVP, together with other 
volunteer programs, has- 


clearly demonstrated the 
capacities and potential for 
significant community ser- 
vice by people of retirement 
age. 

Since 1971 when it began, 
RSVP has consistently and 
dramatically changed the 
way society and older people 
view each other. The pro- 
gram has shown that when 
you match the needs of a 
community with the ex- 
perience and interests of 
seniors, then there are few 


problems that can’t be 
solved, few challenges that 
RSVP can’t meet. 


There are 722 projects in 
all 50 states, District of 
Columbia, Puerto Rico, Vir- 
gin Islands and Guam, with 
300,000 volunteers enrolled. 

Michigan has 15 RSVP 
projects with ACTION head- 
quarters in Detroit. In future 
columns we will discuss 
some of these projects and 
their activites. 

Locally, RSVP is spon- 
sored by the Crawford Coun- 
ty Commission on Aging. 

Presently, RSVP is con- 
ducting its annual mail cam- 
paign to raise the necessary 
local funds to help match 
federal grant funds 
provided. 

Volunteers are needed for 
various activities. We are 
looking for retired teachers 
or anyone who would be in- 
terested in working with 
Youth Services in tutoring 
children at the Middle School 
after regularly scheduled 
class time.
